Future of Hawaii -Railway Building- 
in China— Diplomatic Changes 
in Brussels. 

London, Sopt. 18.— The Times to-mor- 
row will publish a doapitoh from Shanghai, 
which will aay that the Emperor haa sanc- 
tioned tho immodiato building of tho rail- 
way from Shanghai, through Suohan and 
Chin Kiang to Nanking, in order to forestall 
tho Japanoso domandB, 

Tho dlreotora of tho National Line S.S. 
Co, havo dooidod to break off negotiations 
for an amalgamation of tho National with 
thoLoyland, Wilaon and Furneaa companleB. 
Ic Is understood uIbo that tho directors 
will docllno the proposition of tho Allan 
oompiny to enter into a businosB arrange- 
ment with thorn, and tho National company 
will go into liquidation. 

La Posto of Paris Bays this evening that 
the Mai quia Imporiali Secretary of tho 
Italian legation at Washington is about to 
oxchange places with Signor Malasplna, 
Secretary .f the Legation at Brussels. 

Elghtoon persons wore arrested at Havana 
to day upon tho ohargo ot being concormd 
in tho insurgent cause. Among tho number 
arreatul was tho secretary of Julio San- 
guily, who, several months ago, was ar- 
rested and committed to Moro Caatle on 
tho aharge of troaBon. 

The gun loata whioh havo been conatruob- 
od for the coaat guards of Cuba have boon 
oomploted and their crews left Cadiz to-day 
on tho convoy Alonzo XII for Cuba. 

Tho National Zaitung of Berlin eaya that 
Prince Hnnry of PruBsia, brother of Emperor 
William, has beau granted a. furlough of a 
year on account of his uninterrupted eervlce 
for several years duration as an officer in 
the German navy. 

The Standard this morning, .oommonting 
upon tho release of ox-Queen Liliuokalani 
in Hawaii and upon tho revolution, eaya : 
" Hawaii haa treaties with England and 
France whioh glvo them protective powera 
over tho island, quite as much if not moro 
than tho United States government hae. To 
bo split up the rival factions aa to prevent a 
ohronio revolution, Hawaii ought to be 
put under tho actual protection of the pow- 
era moat greatly oonoerned in its welfare." 

A despatch to the Standard from Madrid 
Bays that tho government haa arranged with 
Paria bankers for a credit of £4.000,000 
atorling.for tho war in China. 

Tho Daily News Vienna correspondent 
toiegrapha that the anti-Semite agitation 
haa culminated in the murder of a syna- 
gogue offioial. In the atreets to-night many 
Jews were grossly ill treated. 

Tho Standard in an article on the revival 
of tho world's trade aaya : In bpth England 
and America the expansion in the move- 
ment of capital is partly due to renewed 
activity on the stock oxchanges, but the 
railway roturna ahew a aolid aubatratum 
of increased mercantile transactions. The 
returns have improved in America 
the earliest, beoauso America, awoke 
first. The money market is now overloaded, 
partly owing to the bungling ourrenoy ex- 
periments in the United Statea, but the 
heavy bullion movements to England from 
America havo not upset any of the groat 
markets. Everything polnta to a further 
expansion of trade. For a time 
high priooa might override high tariffs, but 
muoh doponda in tho next few yeara how 
America and Franco and the colonies ehall. 
treat England in the matter of tirlfls." 

The indications are that the powers will 
bo invited to interfere in the allairS of 
Bolgium and tho Congo Free State. Tho 
oxooutlon last January of tho English trader 
Stokea without, it is alleged, duo procesB 
of law, exoitod much indignation hero. 
Reports recoivod in privato lottors atato 
that a condition of virtual anarchy prevails 
in tho Congo Freo State, that in several in- 

tancea Belgian troops have been 
defcatod, slaughtered by the natlvea, and 
that two Englishmen havo been murdered 
there and oaton by tho aavagoa. 

I8LAND OF ANTICOSTL 

M. Mcnler, of Chocolate Fame.ITrylng to Pur- 
chase It. 

Halifax, Sopt. 18. — A correspondent at 
English Bay, Anticosti, writing to a firm in 
thia aity, saya : " Tho Island of AntiooatI 
is likoly to ohungo ^handa. It Is under odor 
to M. Dopoohor, of Paris, who haa bid an 
option whioh expires on the firat of 
Ootobor. Ho ia puroharing for 
Mr. Mcnier, of chooolate fame, 
who ia roportod to bo worth two hundred 
millions of francs. Latoat advioos are to 
tho offeot thab tho purohaao will almost cer- 
tainly bo oompletod." Antiooati is a famous 
resort for seal and bear hunting and for 
salmon trout, cod and herring fiehing. It 
has also valuable poat and mineral deposits. 



SCHOOL AGITATION. 

Northwest Germans Petition Against tha Ex- 
isting Law and Ask That Their 
.Language Be Recognized. 

Winnii-kg, Sept. 18.-(SpeoIal)— There Is 
an agitation among the Germans of tho 
Northwest Territories against the present 
sohool law. Peter Cla&BBen, of Rosthern, 
Saskatchewan, has addressed a letter " To 
the Germana in tho NorthweBt Territorlea 
of Canada," cilllng upon them most urgent- 
ly to go hand in hand together petitioning 
tho government at Rogina, and if neooaaary 
the Ottawa government for a modi- 
fication of the present school law 
of the Territories. Tho grievance is 
that under seotlon 83 of tho school act all 
instruction in the publio or district schools 
must bo given in the English language. In 
thlB provision, tho writer says, the Gorman 
settlors at Rosthern saw dangor to their 
Gorman language, and thoroforo thoy hesi- 
tated seriously about organizing such 
schools. To their aBtoniBhmont they found 
that French was allowed to be taught in the 
echoolB, and thoy asked why tho Fronoh 
people should have tho preforence before 
tho Gormuna. 

Tho writer proceeds to say : "If wo aro 
to bo compelled in thia way to learn only 
English then for tho moBC part private 
achoole will bo introduced, and tho learning 
of tho English language will ba postponed 
for a long time, But if the German lan- 
guage bo also allowed in the distriot schools, 
then, without doubt, the next generation 
will become fumiliar with tho English. Our 
petition, in whioh we asked that, beaidea 
EogliBh, tho learning of our German mother 
tonguo in tho distriot schools might bo 
granted to tie, hae beon refused by tho de- 
partment of education." 

" We Germana in the Territories, whore- 
ever we have settled, should now do our 
duty, and fulfil the obligations handed 
down to us from our forefathers towards 
God, the churoh, tho schools, our children 
and our better conviotions, namoly, to stand 
up unitedly for our German mother tongue, 
to preserve it, to dare somothing for its 
continuance, and not allow ourselves to be 
treated in this matter aa a tool without a will, 
and not always to oay 'yea' and 'amen' to 
that whioh might have a bad tfleot upon 
our descendants." 

Mr. Claassen calls upon all the German 
settlors in the Territoi ies'to mako common 
cause by means of a joint petition, if deemed 
better by one from every Battlement, all 
having the same object, to request the gov- 
ernment to permit, along with English, also 
German instruction in the public schools ; 
alao that the sohools already existing may 
be inspoctod and may rooeive support. He 
addB : " This question is of great 
importance for our continued exist- 
ence as Germana, aa every unprojudioed 
man will perceive ; it ia a lito quoation for 
ua and the coming generation," 

The concluding observation ia as follows : 
" Hon. Mr. Daly, the minister of the in- 
terior, has the immigration department un- 
der him, and if ho were to interest himself 
in this matter he could, from the stand- 
point of Immigration, and in the interest of 
the same, exert a oortain influence upon 
the government in favor of our petition."

Old Arctic Exploring- Vessel Sold- 
Cnstoms Concessions Obtained 
Under False Pretexts. 



MANITOBA SCHOOLS. 

Principal Grant Strongly Favors a Dominion 
Commission to Investigate the 
Entire Subject. 

Tokonto, Sopt. 18 — (Speoial)— The third 
of Rev. Prinoipal Grant's letters to the 
Globe on the Manitoba sohool question ia 
published to-day. Tho Prinoipal adherea to 
the opinion expressed in hia first communi 
cation, that the defeota of tho old system 
did not warrant tho radical change made in 
1800. Ho sayB : " It is impoBBible for a 
privato person like myself to mako a thor 
ough investigation, even had ho tho time at 
hiB disposal. It would need throe months 
instoad of three weeks, whioh ia all I can 
Bparo. Tho Dominion commission, such aB 
thatauggeBtod by the provincial govern 
mcnt, is the only body that oould do the 
work properly." 

SEPARATE SCHOOLS. 

Montreal Anglican Synod Declares lltsell in 
Favor of Its Own Denominational 
Schools. 

Montreal, Sopt. 18. — (Special) -For two 
days tho Anglioan synod has been debating 
tho question of roligioua toaohing in schools, 
On Saturday tho committee on education 
brought in a roporb recommending moro re 
ligious instruction in schools. Rev. Mr. 
Whitoombe, of Hamilton, movod thab tho 
report bo referred baok to committee with 
inatructlona to amend it by the addition of 
tho following : " Tho ohurch having in view 
hor high intorosta ohould, aa aoon as pna 
sible, wherever practicable, aeoure the es- 
tablishment of her own aoboolB." The 
amondment was dobatod at great length and 
carried. 



LE KOI MINE- 



Dividend Declared on Its Stock Out of Clear 
Profit. 

Spokane, Sopt. 18 — At a mooting of tho 
dlreotora of tho La Roi Mining Company, 
Trail Creek, laBt night, a dividend waB de- 
clared of §25,000. Tho directors expect to 
declare a monthly dividend hereafter. At 
tho meeting George Turner, the well known 
politician, resigned from the presidency to 
bake the position of general manager. His 
brother, Col. Turner, was eleoted president. 
The mlno haa paid for itself, all develop- 
ments and improvements. Tho dividend is 
a clear profit to tho owners. 

ODD FELLOWSHIP. 

Unanimous Election of a New Sovereign 
Grand Treasurer. 

Atlantic Citv, N.J., Sept. 18. — Ab this 
morning's soaoion of the Soveroign Grand 
Lodge, Independent Order of Odd Follows, 
the Grand Sire announced thab tho reaigna 
tlon of Sovereign Grand Treasurer Isaao E 
Shepard had boon reoelved. Ib was aooepb- 
ed by a standing vote. Mr. Richard Mickol, 
of Philadelphia, was nominated for tho 
vacanoy. There waa no opposition and he 
will be installed on Friday.

the 22ad paid a check to Mr. Falding for 
$563 27 from that acaount. 

The second charge was for atoaling the 
sum of S75.

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SANITARY PRECAUTIONS. 

The experience of the citizens of Honolulu 
is proving to them the folly and the wicked 
sees of nob taking the necessary precaution! 
to prevent tho spread of disease before the 
disease makes its appearance. The Hawaiian 
Gazette of the 3rd Instant says : " Within 
six months a visitor seeking a permanent 
residence here asked a physician : ' What 
is the sanitary condition of Honolulu V The 
reply was, ' Bad ; only a pestilence will 
arouse the public mind to the point of clean 
ing it up.' " The citizens were advised to 
clean up ; the corporation was warned that 
if tho oity were allowed to remain in the 
condition in which lb was thon tho very 
worBt results might be apprehended if 
by any chance the cholera should be import- 
ed from either China or Japan where the 
disease waa rafiing, But advice and warn 
ing had fche usual effect. Neither the 
citizens nor the City Fathers paid the least 
attention to what waa said and written, 
The cholera was imported. As soon as it 
was found to bo in tho city tho citizsns and 
the oorporation took tho alarm. Thoy com- 
menced, in a groat hurry, to look the door 
after tho Btood was Btolan. People, whon it 
was too late to keep tho disease out of tho 
city, began cleaning their premlsea and to 
take precautions that prudonce and common 
secuo dictated should have boon taken 
months before. " If," Baya the Gazette, 
after the cholera had made its appearance 
and waB doing its fell work, "it (thoGovern- 
menb, had proceeded six months ago to do 
what ib is now doing and what it will do in 
the near future, the public would have call- 
ed a halt. Nor would the Legislature 
havo voted the necessary meana ; an object 
lesson was neoded, and we have got ib. 
Every person who dies of tho cholera is a 
human saorifice offered up by the com- 
munity on the altar of Negligence." This 
is nob a very pleasant redaction for either 
the oitizsns or their Government. Yeb it is 
a just reflection. Those who do nob take 
the precautions to ward off a threatened 
dangor are morally responsible for the dam- 
age done when tho danger comes. There is 
no avoiding the conclusion. In oaaos like 
this of tho cbolora or other contagioue dirt 
disease., unthinking and ignorant peopla 
endeavor to throw upon Providence the 
blame that is duo to their own apathy, stu- 
pidity and want of forethought. It is 
piously said the eholera is a visitation of 
Providence, when it is no more a 
visitation of Providonco than is tho burn- 
ing down of a house whose ocoupanta aro 
criminally oarclcBa with rospoot to fire. 
Providence has ordainod that oholora oan be 
kopb away or made to bo harmless, if by 
any chanco it dooa obtain a foothold in a 
oity, if tho proper means of prevention aro 
used. ThoBB mounB aro now well known. 
Ib io, therefore, both foolish and wicked for 
people who havo nob used the moana to 
keep cholera out of the country and to pro- 
venbita spreading to aay that those who dio 
of it aro cut off by Providence. Ib must 
nob for u moment be forgotten that it has 
been proved over and over again that chol- 
era is a preventable diaoaao. Tho moans of 
prevention aro almplo and in any c lae salu- 
tary. All that a oity has to do to bid defi" 
anco to tho cholero is to make war upon 
dirt of overy kind and in ovory place. 
Cholera finds nothing to feed on or to breed 
in whoro everything and everybodyare clean. 
Dirt is what it revels in and whore itsgormB 
increaao and multiply. 

The citizens of Victoria aro very muoh in 
tho aamo position aa Honolulu was a few 
months ago. Tho cholera, if the propor pre- 
cautions are not usod, may bo brought into 
lb at any time, ana if the city is nob oleansed 
it suroly will spread and do no ono knows 
how much damage in this province and in 
other parts of tho continent. Lob th6 Cor- 
poration be warnod in time and do what is 
neoessary to koep it out and to provenb its 
doing harm. Those precautions can 
hurt no one ; thoy will, in fact, bo beno- 



ficial if the cholera never comes. " The boat 
icrvlce," the Hawaiian Gazette shrewdly 
says, " the pastors of our churches can ren- 
der is to lead their llocka around the breed- 
ing stations of bacilli and sot them reflect- 
ing. This ig better than to ask God to 
bless and save a dirty town." 



OUTRAGED MINISTERS. 

Tho Methodist miniaterB assembled in 
Chicago having rashly invitod Mr. Keir 
Hardie to address them, they were treated 
to such a discourse aa bhey had never before 
liatoned to. Tho Socialist " blathersklto," 
possessing neither good manners nor good 
sonae, evidently took a malevolent delight 
in outraging tho feelings of tho preachers by 
sponking lightly and irreverently of what 
they hold moat sacred. " It is not much to 
be wondered at, then," Bays tho Now York 
Times, " whon ho began to eulogise the An- 
archists who were justly hauRod in Chicago, 
and to intimate that they woro tho pioneers 
of a new religion much superior to Method- 
ism, or any other form of Christianity, 
that tho Mothodiat ministers should havo 
been unable to kebp silence, and should havo 
denounced the Bpeakor with vehomence." 

Mon like Hardie think it an indication of 
superiority to speak contemptuously of tho 
truths whioh aro generally believed. Any 
fool, they think, will bo ready to maintain 
that the oommandment "Thou shalb do no 
murder " ia divino and necessary to tho well- 
being of socioLy. Bub the man who holda 
murder to bo a duty, and who believes that 
the world muBt bo reformed by indiscrimin- 
ate slaughter, must of nocosalty bo a pro- 
found thinker and far above tho supersti- 
tious and tho prejudioicos of tho common 
herd. Inordinate concoit is a characteristic 
of the whole oommunistio and anarohiatio 
horde. It waB thiB conoeib which caused 
Hardie in the presence of Christian minis- 
tera to exalt tho gospel of murder above the 
gospel of love. 

The Times ia evidently of opinion that 
the ministera did what waa foolish and in- 
consistent with thoir high oalling to invito 
suoh a man as Keir Hirdie to address them, 
for It goes on to say : " It was natural that 
the Methodist ministers should bo disgusted, 
bub nob that they should bo surprised. In 
faot what they got from their orator wob no 
more than thoy deserved. If people will in- 
vite bo addreaa them a wandering blather- 
skito who has no standing, except as a 
blatherskite, they must take the conso 
qnences." 



AMERICAN JINGOES. 

The American Jingoosare exceedingly pro 
voking. A blind hatred of Great Britain 
appears to bo their ruling paBsion. Thoy 
are ready to say the moat unjust things 
about Great Britain without tho slightest 
provocation and' they are continually ub 
trlbuting to the British the very worst mo 
tivea they can imagine. Tho Monroe doo- 
trino is bhe creed of the American Jingo, or 
rather whab ho believes tho Monroe dootrine 
to be, which Is nob the Monroe doctrine or 
anything like it. These blatant Jingoes aro 
continually acousicg Groat Britain of violat 
ing the Monroo dootrine, and thoy nover 
cease to threaten the Old Country with tho 
vengeance of tho United States if she por 
aista in setting that mysterious doctrine at 
naught. What makes thoao tail-twisting 
diatribes the more extraordinary is that 
thoir subjeob is genorally a transaction or a 
dispute with which tho United Statoa haa 
nothing in the world to do. 

A little while ago, for Inatanco, the Re- 
public of Nicaragua committed outrages on 
British aubjeota reaident in the country, 
and when Great Britain demanded ropar- 
ab'on for the injury done, the Yankee 
Jingoes aeb up such a howl that a atrangcr 
unacquainted with tho methoda and the 
nature of their grievance would be apt to 
think that Great Britain had offered the 
Units d Statoa deadly insult, and contem- 
plated seizing and oocupying part of its 
territory. 

Those Jingoes are not alwaya obscuro 
journalists or petty politicians who hope to 
gain votes by appealing to tho prejudices 
and tho hatreds of the American Anglo- 
phobiatB. Thoy are somotimes men of 
position and Intelligence, who ought to be 
well acquainted with tho subjects on which 
they speak, and who ought in thoir public 
utteranoas toshow aomo rospoctfor tho rights 
of othor nations. Hero ia what ox-Govornor 
Campbell, of Ohio, said somo time ago 
about Groat Britain's disputo with Vene- 
zuela, a diBputo, by the way, with which 
tho Unitod Statos has nothing in tho world 
to do. In his Tammany Fourth of July 
oration ho declared : 

"An infraction of the Monroo dootrine now 
confionts us. It was done wilfully and in- 
vidiously, and to-day tho British Govern- 
ment lays olaim to a traot of torritory 
larger in area than the Stato of Ohio, 6very 
foot of whioh bolongs to tho Republic of 
Vonezuela. Tho policy of Greab Britain 
looked liko an offort to force tho United 
States to abandon tho Monroo doctrine. It 
ought to bo meb in tho same spirit that the 
United States ordered the French troops 
from Mexico thirty years ago. Groat Britain 
ought nob to be told again that sho would 
havo to submit the Venezuelan question to 
arbitration or bo prepared to see the Unitod 
Statos enforco tho Monroo dootrino." 

Mr. W. T. Stoad, discussing Jingoism In 
America in the September number of the 
Contemporary Review, says: "Tho Monroo 
doctrino may bo sound or unsound. I am 
not discussing it. Iam only callingattention 
to tho faob that ib haa beoomo tho oriflammo 
of the American Jingo. Following it head- 
long inio all tho intriaaoiea of the South 
American boundary diatputoa, ho iBapbtopay 
aoant regard to suoh trifles aa faots or 
suoh details aa tho provialonsof troatlea and 
tho laws of nations. The question of Vene- 
zuela is a caao in poinb. Tho Monroo doc 
trlmo cinnob apply hero, for tho Monroe 
dootrine atarta from tho status quo. It dooa 
nob demand tho ejection of non-Amoriaan 



powers from all American soli. Ib merely 
places a veto upon the extension of such 
foreign influence] and authority over ter- 
ritory whioh when the dootrine waB pro- 
claimed lay boyond the sphore of non ■Amer- 
ican authority and jurisdiction. Now t long 
before the Monroe dootrine was hoard of 
the British claimed aa a matter 
of treaty right by international Uw all the 
territory up»to tho waterahed of the Orin- 
oco. There haa never been, and there ia 
nob ab this moment, any queation of ex- 
tending British authority ono single yard 
beyond bhe boundary laid down aa far brck 
as 1797. The whole queation, indeed tho 
only queation, in dispute ia, how much of 
thia territory originally o*.aimed by Britain 
shall be ceded to Vouezaola." 

As our readers are likely to hear a good 
deal from the American Jingoes about this 
Venezuelan boundary dispute, thoy would, 
perhapa, like to know what the United 
StateB Government haa to do with ib. The 
boundary in queation la between tho colony 
of British Guiana and Venezuela. British 
Guiana, as its name Indioates, ia a posses- 
sion of Groat Britain, and Venezuela is an 
independent republic. It is, wo think, safe 
to say that tho United States doea not own 
a foot of land within a thousand 
miles of tho disputed line. Nearly 
one hundred years ago Great Brit- 
ain eiptured British Guiana from tho 
Dutch. The country coded to Great 
Britain wai tho country owned by the 
Dutch. At the time of tho cooquosb of 
Guiana bhoro waa no Republloof Venezuela. 
What ia now that Ropublio waa a colony of 
Spain. Tho question to be decided now ia 
what waa tho boundary botweon tho posses- 
sions of the Dutoh and tho Spanish colony. 
Whab has tho United States to do with 
this ! Ib may possibly bo a question for 
arbitration if the partios interested agreo to 
refer ib to arbiters. But ib would puzzle a 
Philadelphia lawyor to discover what 
eithor the United Stutea Jingoes or tho 
Monroe dootrine have to do with a question 
of this kind. 



TWO OF A KIND. 



Ib is a noteworthy fact that the Opposl 
tion organs which have falaely informed 
thoir roadera that the Saulo cinal was or- 
iginally estimated to cost only §985,000 
have paid no attention to tho evidenoo pro 
duced from Hansard that the estimate waB 
in reality $3,800,000. The lie was started 
by the Globo and eagorly taken up by the 
smaller fry throughout tho country, just as 
a lew weeks ago they gave circulation to 
tho a tupid invention of the Times of this 
city respecting the Fraser river " mat 
trasses." That invention was given to tho 
world in a double-leaded Times editorial, 
and the recklessness then shown with re- 
spect to local matter which could have 
been investigated in fivn mlnutOB, is audi 
dent to thoroughly diBcredlb nny scandal 
literature appearing in tho samo oolumna,

Satisfied with tho success of his sealing 
vonturo this year, Captain Gilbert returned 
home last evening, his sohooner the Direc- 
tor, with the exception of tho soizjd Boa- 
trice— being tho first of tho Behrlng Sea 
fleet to arrive, A stiff breeze from the 
aouthwesb brought the Direotor spoedily up 
the Straus last ovenlng and as thoro were 
other sealers following hor from tho Son it 
is thought they will arrive to-day. (Tho 
Director's returns for tho year total iu the 
neighborhood of 1,300 skins, about half of 
whioh were taken on tho way round to this 
coaab from Halifax, off the Falkland 
IslandB. Theso the sohooner landed here 
and after refitting started for the Copper 
Island Coaat whore some 200 odd aklna were 
added to the oatoh. In Bohring Sea the re- 
mainder of the catch waa secured, and more 
would have been taken had the weather not 
proved unfavorable. Tho soal were fairly 
plentiful, but for reaaona nob explained the 
orew of the Direotor oonaidor • that the 
catches this year will bo small. The Di 
reotor heard of no seizures exoepb that of 
the Beatriae. 

Steamer City of Topeka, from Alaska, ar- 
rived at 6 o'clock yesterday morning, and 
proceeded to tho Sound four hours later. 
Her orow brought no word of tho sealing 
fleeb in Behrlng sea, bub lb ie thought that 
her mail will inolude aome lottera to local 
sealers. She had fair weather on the trip, 
but few passengers to enjoy it. Among 
those who disembarked here were Rev. 
Father AlthofT, who, it is said, haB aban- 
doned Alaska for good ; Sir Joaoph Trutch 
and Miss O'Reilly, who made the round 
trip on the ateomor. Ab oargo, the Topeka 
brought 400 barrcla of oil and a quantity of 
miscellaneous merchandise, some of whioh 
waa landed here. She Bails for Alaska on 
the 20tb, when the cut rate of $20 for tho 
round trip will prevail. 

The third of the 1895 salmon fleet in is tho 
British bark Ladaa, Captain Messenger, 
which came into port yesterday morning 
aftei on uneventful eighteen-day passage 
from San Diego. The Lidaa la a now vc8aol 
of 1291 tone registor, and comes hero to load 
salmon for Liverpool on Turner, Beeton 
A Co. 'a account. Before loading, however, 
she will probably dock to repair damages 
sustained through striking an ice lloe off 
Capo Horn early thiB year. Tho accident 
occurred while the vesaol was on her way to 
Newcastle, Australia, from tho west coast of 
South America. This is the fourth voyage 
of the L»das. 

The Northern Paclfio steamahip Strath- 
nevla, which left Yokohama inward bound 
on Monday afternoon, haB more cargo than 
at firat reported. She has about 0,000 tons 
all told, divided thus : 250 tons for Vioto- 
ria ; 100 tonB for San Frauciaco ; 1,400 bales 
of ailk for New York and the balance for 
Eastern cities.

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ANOTHER SENSATION DEVELOPED, 



One of the Loujr Lost "Mary Brown's" 
Hoats Found in Good 
Condition. 



Theory That Her Well Known Skip- 
per and a Passenger Have 
Been Murdered. 



Oo Ootobor 3, 1893, the schooner Mary 
Brown started south from Sand Point, 
Alaskt), and what booamo of hor Is as yet 
unknown. The latest developments In the 
mattor have recently been published In the 
San Frauclsoo Chronicle. 

On starting out from Sand Polnb tbo 
schooner had besides her master and crew, 
James L. O'Brien und six of his men, who 
had boen conducting a commercial station at 
Sand Point for the Lyndo-Hough company. 

Nothing wiib board of the vessel or crew 
until the latter part of March, 1894, when 
her hull was found on the shores of Bank'a 
island, Alaska, by a Boarching parly headed 
by Mrs. R. H. Huzoltou, a sistor of Jani6fl 
O'Brien. Tho only evidonco of tho futo of 
the crow was supplied by somo Indians liv- 
ing near where tho wreck was discovered. 
It consisted of o vest which had been slashed 
three times with a knife and whioh was 
etainod with blood on the inner side, and a 
torn coat with blood stains upon tho collar 
and a bullet holo iu the back. Mrs. Hazal- 
ton recognized tho vosb as one her brother 
wore when sho last saw him alive. Tho 
coab was identified aa belonging to Captain 
Marzovift Brown, who commanded the 
schooner Mary Brown. 

Mrs. Hazilton concluded that her brother 
as well as Captain Brown had boen mur- 
dered either to enable the crow to gain pos- 
session of tho vessel and hor cargo, or make 
room for themselves in the sohooner's long 
boat when leaving the wreck. Sinco then 
both theorios have been exploded, and an- 
other has beon advanood, which Implicates 
LouiB Sharp, an ex-convict, who had served 
two years in San Quontin for a murderous 
assault upon James O'Brien at Sand Poinr, 
und who is supposed to have returned lo 
Alaska after his release. A fow days ago a 
lottor was received by Mrs. Hazolton, whiih 
conveys the news of the finding of tho Mary 
Brown's long boat in apparently good condi- 
tion at a point many miles from tho soono o* 
the wreck. The lottor is from the Wife i f 
T. C. Mcyon, superintendent of tho Uo^a 
mine, at Unga, Alaska, 

From this Id would apjoar that tho boat 
from tho Mary Brown was picked up last 
winter in good condition on Montague 
island, south of Prince vVilliam's sound 
and a long distance from Bank'a island, 
whore the schooner was found, it being in- 
crodible that suah a little boit could drift 
such an enormous distance. 

The question now is : What has become 
of tho crow of tho Mary Brown? Did they 
murder Marz ivia Brown and James O'Brien, 
wreck the schooner and escape safoly in the 
long boat, or did they sutler a common 
death with Brown and O'Brien in the wreck 
of the schooner by Btress of weather ? The 
one great objesb of Mrs. Hizslton'e 
lifo iu to find the oause of her 
brother's death. Sho baa satisfied horoolf 
that he is dead, and that belief is the result 
of the investigations sho made in the woters 
of the North Pacific ocean for some olow to 
her brother's fate.

Tho whole idea is to demon- 
strate not only how to nuke buttor bub to 
pub it. up as attractively as possible. 

To day ProfosEor Robertson, the Domin- 
ion Dairy Commissioner, will give a talk, 
and to night ho lectures in the main build- 
ing on *' Bread and Butter." Professor 
Robertson is a practical speaker, and 
knows how to impart information In the 
hBpplest and mosb attractive manner.

country. 

These men bob that onorgotic and norvy 
pooplo from tho repuhlio to tho south havo 
already gob a foothold in Kootonay, and 
through their energy and uervo aro not only 
diverting' trado that Cmadlans should 
handlo, but aro searching for and finding 
the mineral wealth that is hiddon away in 
tho bods and along tho banks of our streams 
and in tho ledges that traverse our hills and 
mountains. Theao men know thab there is 
little eentimenb in business, howovor much 
thero may bo in politics, and beforo leaving 
Kootonay they will bo convinced that the 
Deoplo of Kootonay aro just as patriotic, 
jusb as law-abiding, just aa hospitable, and 
juat as good citizens as thoso of any other 
section of tho Dominion ; but thoy will also 
know thab tho pooplo of Kootonay, while 
willing to boar their share of tho burdona of 
government, aro unwilling to be made how 
era of wood and drawora of water for tho 
pooplo of any one soation of Canada, or for 
any ono corporate intoroBt.

A N<>ut and Ingenious Way of Imitating 
This Delicate Flower, 

Holil:i lighted wax orspermaceti can- 
dle over si glass of water and let half a 
dozrn droys of wax fall into the water. 
Each drop will bo transformed as soon 
as it touches the water into a little 
floating white cup. 

These littlo cups have exactly the 
shape of the bell flowers of the lily of 
tho valley, and they may bo made largo 
or small according to tho distance from 

\ 




tho water at which yon hold tho candle 
Now take a piece of very thin wiro, 
and having warmed it, with it pierce 
tho center of ono of tho littlo wax cups 
while it is still in tho water. Then push 
tho cnp clown to tho end of tho wire, 
which imist ho curved, with a little 
hook at tho end to hold tho cup. Repeat 
this nutil you have nine or ton of 
tho cups wired, and thou intertwine tho 
wires, with the smaller cups abovo, and 
place the whole in a vase furnished witli 
pointed leaves made of green paper. 

This will give yon a stem of lily cups 
almost exactly like those of tho natural 
flower.

NEW YORK STOCK MARKET- 

Falllne Off In the Volume of Business- 
Speculation Much More Erratic, 

New York, Sept. 18. — Upon a moderate 
falling off, as compared with yesterday's 
volume of business, speculation to-day was 
much more erratic in its oourse, the move- 
ment of prices changing about every hour. 
London prices for Americans showing ad- 
vances ranging from J to J per cent., and 
aome buying for foreign account was ex- 
ecuted here. The opening was strong. 
The feverish tone of the general market was 
largely due to the continued apprehension 
relative to the gold situation. The aotnal 
engagements of gold for shipments to- 
morrow were only §250,000 ; a considerable 
less amount than had been expected to go 
out. The sub-treasury was a gainer of 
$150,000 in gold as a result of to-day's oper- 
ations. Tho withdrawals for the shipment 
of currency for crop moving purposes to the 
interior from and including last Friday up 
to date, were §150,000. Bar silver Bold at 
GGl ; Mexicin dollars, 53J ; Bilver certifi- 
cates, 67 to 67}.

Formal and Successful Opening- of tho Great 
Southern Fair. 

Atlanta, Sept. 18. — The morning of the 
opening day of the groat show of tho cotton 
states and the international exposition 
dawned bright and clear, affording thou- 
sands of Northern visitors in the city a 
sample of typical Southern September 
weather. From the top of 347 flagstaff* on 
the buildings around the grounds floated the 
pennants and fligs of tho nations of the 
earth, and the doors of the buildings whioh 
had been olosod for several days woro all 
thrown open.

KD-CHENG MASSACKES. 

Punishment of Some of the Parties Con- 
cerned-Higher Officials Not Unlikely 
to Get Off. 

Shanghai, Sept. 18.— Although tho more 
humble among thoae ooncerned in tho masea- 
ore of missionaries at Ku-ohong have been 
punished, the utmost efforts of the British 
consul have been unavailing to induce tho 
authorities to deal with tho Viceroy of the 
provinoo and with other high cffioiala, who 
ure alleged to have been responsible for the 
riots. Ib is believed that Great Britain will 
insist that these offenders shall bo brought 
to justice. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 — The joint Amer- 
ican und British commission whiuh ia inves- 
tigating the military riota at Ku-cheng, is 
making moat satisfactory progrosa in fixing 
the responsibility for tho outragca and 
seouring the summary punishment of some 
of the guilty parties. Cablegrams wero re- 
ceived from tho State Department today from 
both Minister, Donby at Peking, and Con- 
aul-Genoral Jorningham, at Shanghai, stat- 
ing that Boven of the Cnineeo who wero con- 
victed by the commission of bsing tho ring 
leaders in the asnaulta, wore deoapitated 
this morning. Tho commission is still pro- 
ceeding with its work. 



CUBA'S FUTURE. 



The "Times'' Does Not Think the United 
States Will Intensify the Negro Prob- 
lem l>j Annexing It. 

London, Sept. 18 —Tho Times thia morn- 
ing haa a column editorial discussing the 
result for Cuba of a successful insurrection 
or a voluntary grant of home rule. The 
article aays: " Of course, if either led to 
ultimate annexation by the United States, 
the good government and progress of the 
country might be expeoted. Bub difficulties 
of more than one kind mlghb stand in the 
way of auch a solution. Even if tho Unitod 
States were prepared to admit the island, 
with its large colored population to tho 
Union, the negro problem ia one of the mosb 
serious which tho great republic has to face.

MANITOBA'S WHEAT CROP. 

Tho Yield Exceptionally Heavy— G rent Scarcity 
ofllelp and Stacking Slow. 

Winnipeg, Sept. 18 — (Special) —The 
weather continues favorable for threshing, 
although thoro was ra.in with a Btnall fall of 
hail yesterday at several northwestern 
points. Cutting is still progreBBine at 
Yorkton. The wheat yields aro continuing 
largo in all the districts, which is gratifying 
considoriDg the low price effjred. Many 
have deoided to hold their grain for higher 
quotations, believirg tho proaerit depression 
of the market cannot continue. Reports 
have been recoived of farmers threshing too 
soon after a rain and Bondiug their wheat to 
tho elevators in a damp condition. Such 
wheat, if oourao, haa not been permittod 
to pass into the elevators, und no one will 
buy it. 

Tho cropB are so heavy that tho work of 
stacking is noceaaurily alow, bub ib ia 
thought that by tho end of the month what 
has not boon threshed will bo safely stacked. 
Farmers and threBhora are now gottiDg ao 
anxioua for men that thoy aro wiring Into 
tho city for help. To-day the department 
of agriculture received a wiro from Pilot 
Mound, askiDg for twelve men immediately. 
Evidontly there iB not a surplus of farm 
laborers in tho province, and threahing haB 
caused a demand for more. Many of the 
Ontario men who came up with the harvest 
excursions are returning Eaat, which makea 
laborors soaroe. 

President Mageo and Manager Burn, of 
the Bank of Ottawa, returned Eiat to-day. 
Mr. Burn said they had found everything 
in good shape in the West, with prospects 
of a good season's operations. Compared 
with last year, Mr. Burn held that tho crop 
would produce much more money, but it 
would be slower in comine in, LaBt year a 
good deal of crop was moving out at this 
time, while this year tho same dato in Ooto- 
ber will scarcely seo as much whoat started 
for the seaboard. Tho prospeots for the 
winter wero very good. Tho current price 
for No. 1 hard is 44c per bushel, on a baais 
of a IGo freight rate to Fort William. Thia 
is higher than the price ab present paid in 
North Dakota, and is also three cents higher 
than export prioea justify. 

Unless there is a better tono in tho old 
country markets within a fortnight the 
Manitoba dealora will have to reduce the 
price to an export basis. It la eaid that the 
present price ia made in tho hope of a do 
mestic demand, bub it is likely that the 
competition of the big millers ia to some 
extent responsible for the opening of market 
so far above export figures. 

A firo at Hartney destroyed Bixteen 
stacks of wheat and five acres of oats be- 
longing to L McCall. The fire waa started 
by a threshing engine. There is no insur- 
ance. 



THE " AMERICA'S " CUP- 

Comment of the ; ' Pall Mall Gazette " on 
Lo-u Dunraven's Refusal to Sail 
Over Again. 

London, Sept. 18 —The Pall Mall 
Gazstte oommenta this afternoon upon the 
letters which paBsed between Lord Dun- 
raven and the New York yachtsmen, re- 
garding the America's cup races. Mr. 
Iselin in a communication dated September 
11 offered to resail the raoe of September 
10 ; Indeed to resail both races and begin 
the match over again. 

To this Lord Dunxavcn replied on the suc- 
ceeding day: "This is a proposition to 
which, of course, I cannot agreo. You 
would not have protested had you not be- 
lieved that the Valkyrie had caused a foul 
by committing a breach of the rules. If she 
did, eho must take the consequences. The 
regatta committee havo decided, for reaeonB 
according to their best judgment, but 
which, I confess, are beyond my compre- 
hension, that I did break the ruleo. I made 
no protoat because I thought the foul waa 
accidental, but I considered that the De- 
fender caused it. You consider that the 
Valkyrio was to blame. The committee de- 
cideB that you are right and I am wrong, 
and there the matter ends."

Nakdsp, B.C., Sept. 18 —The party ar- 
rivod this evening homeward bound aftor a 
most enjoyable trip. Eight of the excur- 
tionists opentt two days in the saddle visit- 
ing tho minca, leaving Seventeen-Mile 
House on Monday and going up to Jtckson 
Basin. Heovy rain mado tho trip Borne- 
what unpleasant, but tho novelty of travel- 
ling on a steep mountain trail and the hos- 
pitality everywhere met made tho trip ono 
never to be forgotten. The party followed 
tho route of your correspondent, some 
woeks ago, csiling at the Northern Boll, in 
Jackson Basin, crossing the divide at eight 
thousand foet high and coming down tho 
Noblo Fivo mountain. On Monday night 
tho party divided, half stopping at tho 
Noblu Five mine and the rest ut tho Dead- 
uian mine. On Tuesday tho party wit- 
nessed aunriso above tho enow capped peaka 
at an attitude of 7,500 feet. They inspect- 
ed the Daadman, Noblo Five and Last 
Chance mineB, receiving tho greatest of 
courtesy. They rode down tho mountain 
to Sandon and viBited tho fumoua Slooan 
Star in the afternoon, arriving ab Throe 
Forks in the evening. Thoro they met the 
party that came by stage from Sovonteen- 
Mile Houao. A special train conveyed the 
party to Now Denver. On Wednesday 
they inspected ores from tho Slooan Lake 
distriot and took an excursion down Slooan 
lake and caught the train at Rosebery for 
Nakusp. They may be expeoted home on 
Friday evenicg. 

CHOLERA AT HONOLULU. 

Forty-Six Deaths Since the Outbreak of tho 
Scourge— Tho People Generally 
Alarmed. 

San Fkancisco, Sept. ^-The Hawaiian 
mail haa heen landed from the steamer Rio 
Janeiro, and bringa tha following : Hono. 
lulu, Sept. 10, 1S95— There have boen 59 
cases of cholera up to date with 40 doatha 
alnce the scourge broko out. Two white 
people wero attacked yesterday and havo 
Binoo died. C. L Dodge, business man- 
ager of the Hawaiian Star, and formerly of 
San Diego, Cal., waa one of the vioiims. 
The city is in a state of alarm. Business 
was suspended for a week while a house by 
house inspection was made. Radical meas- 
ures will be adoptod tn stump oub tho 
distase. In noarly every oaBe death can be 
traced to poisonous fish. The scourge is 
not believed to be Asiatic cholera. No 
Japanese or Chinese have been attacked 
although there are thousands in Honolulu. 
The steamship Rio Janeiro waB prevented 
landing hero her Japanese freight, and will 
take it to San Francisco. The U.S. ships 
Bennington acd Olympia have gone to 
Lahains, one of the neighboring islands, as 
the captains are afraid to remain in port. 
Residents In the islands positively refuse^to 
allow passengers or freight from Honolulu 
to be landed. 



CHOLERA PRECAUTIONS. 

San Francisco Endeavoring to Safeguard 
Herself Against the Possibility 
of Invasion. 

San- Francisco, Sopt. IS. — The members 
of the State, Oakland and San Francisco 
boards of health and the United States 
health officer, met with tho mayor to-day 
and adopted resolutions agreeing to act in 
otioert for the prevention of cholera. The 
Pacific Mail Steamahip Company, which 
runs to China, and which has been carrying 
in wooden coffins the bodies of Chinese dy 
ing en route, was notified to place such bod 
ies in hermetically scaled oaskoto. At c 
meeting of the board cf health to-day the 
porta of Nagasaki and Yokohama, Japan, 
wore declared infeolod, and the stoomer Rio 
Janeiro, which arrived from tho Orient, was 
ordered to remain In quarantine until the 
passengers, mail and c.rgo could bo fumi 
gated. Toe board also ordered that all
